When Martha was born, they 
resolved that there would be no 
more children, for fear that at! 
might be similarly handicapped 

In the light of today's know- 
ledge about Mongotism and oth 
er forms of mental retardation, 
it seems difficult to believe Unat 
parents like Martha's had to face 
their problem alone Just a few 
generations ago — without cour 
selling, without the under stand 
ing of their neighbors, without 
the renssurance that such a child 
was born not of “bad blood,” but 
rather because of a prenatal 
shock
